Business is 
paralyzed and people are moving 
about the city in tbe southern section 
la aklffe. The soiiaatlonil reporta sent 
oi|t from here that the city is In dan- 
cer of destruction are highly exagger- 
ated, and the facts do not warrant 
such statements. While rumors of 
great loss ei life are absolutelr with- 
out foundation so far as is known 
here. Relief parties with boats hare 
been at work roscuing people in the 
path of the flood and the refugees are 
brought here.

St Louis, March 80.— The following 
program for the tfcreo days dedicatory 
exerclsea of tka Louisiana Purchase 
exposition, which will open here in 
1904. waa finally adopted Sunday. The 
dedication of the buUdlnga o< the Lou- 
isiana Purchase azpoaiUm, nndor the 
direction of the national commission, 
will begin April 80, on the centennial 
anniversary of the cession of the Lou- 
isiana territory by France to the Unit- 
ed States and continue through May 
1 and 2. JTti9 fireworks to bet set off 
each dajT'WlU be the grandest ever pro- 
duced. The principal ceremonies will 
be on April 30. when President Roose- 
velt and former President Cleveland 
will be among the speakers. At 10 
o'clock op that dato the freedom of 
the city will be tendered to the presi- 
dent of the United States by Mayor 
Wells. Then will follow the military 
parade, compoaed of United States 
troops and national guard from vari- 
ous states. These bodies will be a» 
sembled under the direction of MaJ. 
Gen Henry C. Corbln, and will move, 
preceded by the president of the Unit- 
ed States and official guests, in car- 
riages through Poreat park to the ez- 
poaitioa gronnda. where the prealdM- 
jflal aalute will he fired. From a frand 
etand on- the exposition grounds tKe 
l»nrailp will he reviewed by the presi- 
dent. Promptly at 2 o'clock the as- 
sembly in the Liberal Arts building 
will be called to order by Preaident 
Francis.

Arts building, where Corwin H- Spen

President Francis, of the expoaltioa 
Fill extend a greeting to the repra 
aentatives of the foreign |;ovemmenti 
and there will be addresses by the 
^Vench ambaasador and Spanish min- 
ister. 

Tbe civic parade will he held on the 
third day and win be reviewed by 
the governors of Ihe states.

reer as s Butcher and Died Leav. 
ing a Fortune Estimated at 
About •lO.OOO.OQOb 

Chicago, March SO. — Onstavus 

Franklin Swift, president of the Swift 
Packing Co., died at his home, 4848 
Ellis avenue, early Sunday of internal 
hemorrhage resulting from a surgical 
operation performed soreral days ago. 
Mr. Swift waa 68 years old. 

The hemorrhago which caused Mr. 
Swift's death resulted from an opera- 
tion for an Infection of the gall blad- 
dor, performed March 22. His death 
waa entlrtiy unexpected both by Mr. 
Swift's family and his physicians. He 
had given every Indiratlon of recovery 
and all danger waa considered passed. 
In fact, so hopeful was every one, in- 
cluding himself, for his speedy recov- 
ery, that hia son, Herbert L. Swift, 
who had been summoned from Boston, 
left Saturday night to return to tho 
east Thla son was intercepted at 
Harrlsburg, Pa., Sunday with a tele- 
gram annoanclnt the death of hia 
father. 

Ouatavua Ftanklln Swift began his 

business career as a butcher and died 
leaving a forttme estimated at from 
$7,000,000 to $lo.f>oo,ooo. This for- 
tune was made in tbe course of 46 
years. He waa bom at Sandwich, 
Mass., in June. 1839. He opened a 
small butcher shop In his native town. 
He removed to Hoston when he waS 
less than ."^o years ol<l. He remained 
In Boston until 1875, when he came to 
Chicago. In thla city he engaged in 
the same business which he had left 
in MasKarhusett.s, and developed the 
department of slilpping live cattle to 
eastern mark( in 1877 he evolved 
plans for the first refrigerating car, 
and dressed meats, instead of live 
animals, were shipped to eastern clt- 
lea. He was the pioneer In this kind 
of business and it was not loni' tx'fore 
others saw the advantages of his meth- 
od and they Imitated him. 

Mr. Swift not only waa the oldest 
"packer" at the time of his death, but 
he was the oricinator of tho method 
that has made many large fortunes. 
From the small plant started in 1877 
has developed a great corporation with 
branches in St. Louis, Kansas City, St. 
Joseph, Omaha, St Paul . and Fort 
Worth. Tpx., and with distributing of 
flees in every lni;iortant city and town 
in the United States, and with repre- 
sentatives in the leading cities of Eu- 
rope, Asia and Africa. Its employee 
number 22.607. Upon Its capital stock 
of $25,000,000 the salea of 1902 exceed- 
ed $200,000,000.
